Os  tlio  26tli  of  January  1857,  the  Master  nf  tho  Rolla 
submittcd  to  thu  Treasury  a  proposal  for  tht;  publication 
or  niaterialjj  for  the  llistory  of  this  Couutry  from  tho 
luvasiou  of  the  Rouuius  to  the  reign  of  Heury  VIII. 

Thc  Master  of  the  Rolls  sugg^ested  tluit  thcsc  materials 
^hnuld  l)c  seU'cted  for  publicatioa  undcr  compctent 
editors  without  reference  to  periodical  or  ehrouolo^ical 
arrangcment,  witliout  mutilation  or  abndijmcut,  prcfcr- 
cnce  bcing  fjiven,  in  the  first  instauce,  to  such  matcrials 
aa  wcre  most  scarco  aud  valuable. 

Hc  proposed  tliat  eacb  chronicle  or  historieal  docu- 
mcnt  to  bc  cdited  sliould  he  treatcd  in  the  samo  way  aa 
if  tho  cditor  werc  engaged  on  an  Editio  Princeps;  and 
for  this  purposc  the  most  con-cct  text  should  be  formed 
froin  an  occurato  collation  of  thc  best  MSS. 

'I\)  render  the  work  morc  generally  useful,  tbc  Mastov 
of  the  Roils  suggested  that  tbe  editor  should  give  an 
account  of  the  MSS.  cuiployed  by  him,  of  thcir  age  and 
Uieir  iwculiarities;  that  he  should  uihl  to  tlie  work  u 
brief  accomit  of  the  lifc  and  timcs  of  the  autlior,  aud 
any  remarks  necesam*y  to  explaiu  thc  ehronology ;  but 
no  other  nolc  or  couuucnt  was  lo  be  allowed,  cxeept 
what  raight  1h)  necessary  to  establish  tbe  correctncss  of 
thc  tuxt. 
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Tlic  work»  lO  Ik5  publishod  in  octavo,  soparately,  as 
tlicy  weri5  iiriiHlic;d  ;  tlie  wliole  responsibility  of  the  task 
reHtiiig  UfMin  ihc  <MliU>rs,  wlio  were  to  l>e  chosen  by  the 
MuHUer  of  tlie  JIoIIh  with  the  sanction  of  the  Treasur}'. 

Tlic  Lordn  of  ller  ^liijesty^s  Treasury,  after  a  carefiil 
conHideration  of  the  subject,  expressed  their  opinion  in  a 
Treawury  Minute,  dated  February  9, 1857,  that  thc  plan 
recommended  by  the  Master  of  thc  Rolls  *'  was  well 
ealeulatiMl  for  tln;  aeeomplishment  of  this  important 
national  obj(?ct,  in  an  efTectual  and  satisfactory  manner, 
witliin  a  n;aHonable  time,  and  providcd proper  attention  be 
paid  to  economy,  in  making  thc  detailed  arrangements, 
without  unnecessary  cxpense." 

Thoy  expressed  their  approbation  of  thc  proposal  that 
each  Chroniclo  and  historical  document  should  beeditcd 
iii  Huch  a  manner  as  to  represent  with  all  possible  correct- 
n(!8H  the  t(»xt  of  ench  writer,  derived  from  a  collation  of  the 
bost  MS8.,  and  that  no  notcs  should  bc  added,  except 
Buch  08  were  illustrative  of  the  various  readings.  They 
BUffgeHted,  however,  that  the  prcfaee  to  each  work  shonld 
eontain,  in  addition  to  the  particulars  proposed  by  the 
Master  of  the  llolls,  abiographical  account  of  the  author, 
No  far  as  authenti(5  materials  existed  for  that  purpose, 
and  an  estimatc*.  of  his  historical  credibility  and  value.

1'REJi'ACE. 


At  thc  end  of  the  last  volume   we  left  Arcbbisliop 
Peckham  in  WalcB,  whither  he  had  goac  in  the  summer 
»f  1284  to  assist  in  aottling  the  ecclesiastical  affaira  of 
tbe  now  conquered  province.     The  bishops  of  Bangor 
and  St.   Asaph  accepted  his   visitation,  but  on  coming 
farther  aouth  he  raet  with   opposition.     The  binhop  of 
St.  Davids,  Thomaa  Bek,  who  had   filled  tlie  office  of  C]»ini  rf 
lord  treasurer,  ocknowledged  with  the  usual   respectful  l^f^s^  °^ 
language '  the  archbi»hop's  intimation  of  his  intention  bo  DBvid'ii 
visit  his  diocese,  hut  on  his  appearing  before  the  gates  ,io„ 
of  the  cathedral,  he  aet  up  an  ancient  claim  that  he  wna 
tlie  metropolitan  of  that  part  of  Waies,  and  refuaed  to 
accept  the  archbishop  cxcept  as  primate,   especially  aa 
there  was  a  ca-se  before  the  court  of  Rome  bearing  on 
the  point. 

Frora  the  time  of  the  tirst  foundation  of  the  see  at 
St.  Davids  by  DaviJ  tbe  succes.sor  of  Dubriciua,  arch- 
bishop  of  Caerleon,  some  four  and  twenty  of  his  auc- 
ceiciors  were  styled  archbishops,  and  the  orchiepiscopal 
fuuctiona,  the  power  of  consecrating,  remaiued,  it  was 
said,  attached  to  the  see.' 

This  claim  was  revived  by  Beraai-d  the  firat  Nor- 
man  bishop,  aome  twenty  years  after  his  nominatioQ 
to  the  see  in  1115  by  Henry  I.,  and  the  story  of  the 
settlement  of  the  dispute  will  he  found  In  Haddan  and 
Stubbe'  Councils,  told  by  extracts  from  Giraldus  Cam- 
brensis  De  jure  et  Sttdu  MtmevenaiB  Eccleaias  and  other

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documsnUi.  Tho  ovideiico  of  Robert,  bishop  of  BatJi,^ 
in  fnirly  concluciivo  as  to  his  own  tlmes,  but  that  of 
Evcnird,  liiHhopof  Noiwich,*  which  has  not bcen  prioted, 
!h  tuoro  in  tlotail.  Ho  remombered,  he  said,  as  a  young 
iniiii,  Willinni  RiifuH  and  Lanfranc  suramoning  a  coimcil 
at  WindHor,  at  which  all  the  bishops  were  present  with- 
out  oxception.  Hernard  him«elf,  who  now  claimed  inde- 
pondeiiCD,  waa  couaocratod  by  archbisbop  Ralph,  and  sat 
in  GOiitioil  among  f>iiH'ragans  in  order  of  consecration,  and 
not  ainong  tho  arelibiHhops,  or  oveu  next  to  them,  as 
thi!  biHhop  ot'  London  wa«  entitled  to  do,  It  was  not  tnie 
that  tliu  l)iHho|i  of  Lltindafl' and  otlicrs  were  consecrated 
hy  IJoniard'»  prodoci^oaoi-a.  He,  the  bishop  of  Norwich,  saw 
hiinHolf,  with  his  nwn  oycH,  AiiHcIm  connecrate  William 
QlHard  to  Wincheater,  Rogcr  to  Salisbui-y,  William  de 
WarutwaHt  to  Kxotor,  nnd  Urban  to  Lltindaff  or  hiH 
HiillVagAnH,  tigain-tt  which  thc  bishop  of  St.  David's  inade 
no  rotnonHtranco.  Further,  in  a  causii  bctween  bishop 
tlornard  nnd  Urbaii  of  Llandaf)'aboiit  the  boundaries  of 
tht^ir  Ntto",  thoro  was  no  niontiou  of  |irelacy  or  Hubjection, 
hut  thoy  pleailod  befoii;  tho  archbinhop  of  Canterbury 
nn  ui|iinlH. 

Thu  bifihop  oi'  Exutor  also  wrotc  to  the  pope  to  the 
nRiiiu  ottbct,'  adding  that  Bernard  wos  present  at  the 
ooiiHOoration  of  nrchhishnp  Thoobald  as  sut&agan  and 
niwiHtant. 

On  tliis  ovidcnco  tho  \xi\w  docidcHl  againat  bishop  Ber- 
nord.  nnd  hia  Hucowwor  was  conHecrated  with  a  special 
pn)foHMion  of  snbniission  to  Contcrbiuy.*  This  is  in 
liriof  thc  liiNtory  of  the  claiui. 

Kiit  to  n^tnrn  to  Bok  and  Pookham.  Tho  archbishop

Davi(l's.  proved  that  the  sce  was  KiifiVagan  to  Canter- 
bury.  an  other  sees  were,  The  npeeeh  concludeu  with 
tlio  peroratioD  usual  to  clerical  elotiuence,  a  tiireat  of 
excoiiiiiituiieatioD.  Either  thc  aiguwieiit  or  the  ihreat 
wa§  eflectivu,  and  tlie  viaitAtion  was  auccesiifully  accom- 
plished.  the  result  lieing  embodied  in  a  letter  to  the 
prior  and  cbapter  of  Canterbury,  giving  a  full  accoiint 
of  the  pi-oceedings.

lero  the  righta  of  the  Welsh  church  did  not  inter- 

with  his  own  authority,  PcckJiam  was  not  sevore.' 
Holicgged  tho  king  to  respcct  their  ancicnt  rights  and 
privilc^ca,  and  protcatcd  against  tbe  suppression  of customs 
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ned  to  oiake  the  peoplc  live  m  towns  aiid  send  their 
^dma  to  England  t<i  be  educateiJ. 

From  this  time,  as  1'ar  aa  we  knnw,  Peckham  took  no 
tiirtlier  piirt  in  Wclah  mattera,  The  insurtection  tif 
Rhya  aji  Morcdudd  '  in  1287  i^i  not  referred  to  in  any 
way  in  his  Register. 


Soon  after  liis  return  froui  Wolea  Peckham  started  on  K 
sngther  journey  through  hi.s  province,  Coiaing  toQ^^^^*''' 
Oxford  hc  found  that  certain  erroneou-s  opinions  in 
vsrioiis  departmciitti  of  lcarning,  which  had  been  already 
conderaned  by  his  predecesiwr,  had  revived^  Somo 
of  thesc  show  a  grcat  ilccadencc  in  leaniing,  as  that 
■'  E{jo  currit "  wai  good  Latin,  but  thoac  in  othcr  sciences, 
as  logic  and  natural  pbilosopliy,  weie  defunded  by  no 
les»  a  person  tlian  Williain  of  Occhain."  Thc  theological 
aspect  of  thc  queation  wa.i  what  troubled  Peckliam  niont, 
e6{iccialty  as  tlie  fundaiuental  propo»ition  ruaintained 
"  quod  in  homino  eat  tantuinmodo  forma  una,  scihcet 
"  antma  rationali:',"  cufc  at  thc  root  both  of  the  then 
gencrally  receivcd  doctrine  of  the  Eucharist  and  at  the 
veneration  of  reJic».  Somc  indication  of  thc  curiuu» 
deductions  from  this  proposition  will  Ue  found  in  tlio 
list  of  artides  at  page  922,  maiattiined  at  a  subsG(|ucnt 
pcriod  by  ClapweU.  Tbe  matter  was  complicated  by 
Uie  fact  tliat  the  supiwrtci-s  of  thoac  errorw  werc  Domi- 
nicans.  Tiie  archbishop.  being  a  Franciscan,  was  rather 
afraid  of  seeming  to  bo  movcd  hy  a  desire  to  injure  a 
riva!  ordcr,  and  iodecd  thia  had  alroady  bcen  Iiiuted, 
90  he  carefully  reminded  tho  university  that  his  pre- 
dvcosaor,  wbo  liad  also  condemned  these  opinions,  was  a 
Dominican  himself.  Tbe  prior  of  the  Friars  Preachers, 
howevcr,  wa»  aggrieved,  and  misrepresented  to  liia  ft-iends 
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■  in  Oxford  a  convenuition  had  with  Iho  archbishop  to 
8uch  a  degree  that  the  latter  v/a»  compelled  in  his  own 
delencc  to  write  ft  letter  to  the  university  with  a  full 
account  of  tbe  fftcts.'  He  doclarcs  tbat  Lhe  prior  hiniself 
diftcliiinicd  thc  principal  error,  aboat  the  unity  of  forni, 
inuinuating  thereby  that  thc  pnor  is  defending  what  ho 
knowR  to  bc  falae,  and  he  deniea  that  he  has  consulted  his 
brethrcQ,  or  iioa  any  animus  again-st  the  Dominican-s 
That  ho  was  not  quite  clear  fi-om  sucli  a  foeting  ap]>ear8 
from  hia  eagcr  denial  of  the  boast  that  the  Dominicans 
httve  prcservcd  the  truth  tetter  tlian  other  orders,  wbich 
hc  says  caii  bc  ca.4ily  disproved  by  coniparison  of  books 
and  men.  It  ia  not  unlikdy  that  this  ia  tlie  same 
friar  who  wroto  an  attack  on  him,  "  an  accurscd  piigo, 
"  iin  infamouH  lcaf,  whose  beginning  ia  headless,  whose 
"  middle  malignant,  whoae  end  fooliah  aiid  fomlcss,"  * 
and  of  whicb  hc  complains  with  mucb  bitterness  and 
somc  incohercnce.  In  both  theso  lettcrn  Pecktiam  refers 
to  a  peraonal  detail  of  his  own  life,  liis  defence  of  Thomas 
A(|uinaH''  when  accuued  of  similar  on-orsat  Paris.  thcreby 
siiowing  that  he  wa»  not  ncw  to  the  question.  Bofore 
the  end  of  128*  theae  opiniona  were  condemned,  and 
Pockbam  wroto  a  letter  to  tho  cardinaLs  explaining  tho 
wbole  affair. 

A  ycar  latcr,  howcver,  thoy  were  revived,  at  least  the 
obnoxiouH  article-s  about  the  unity  of  form  and  ita  co- 
rollarieH,  by  one  Richard  Clapwell  or  KnapwcU,  also 
a  Uominican.  A»  hc  refused  to  api>ear  wlien  citod, 
licnlenco  was  pronounced  in  his  absence,  and  the 
articluH  werc  condcmned  in  the  court  of  Arches,*  but 
an  appeal  wtta  roade  to  thu  pope  by  the  provincial 
ofClapwcli'8  ordcr,  ou  thc  ground  that  no  onc  but  his 
holiness  had  jurisdiction  over  tliem.  The  sentenoe 
ittwlf  is  not  in  the  rogistcr,  and  Clapweirs  narae  does 
not  appear  therein,  but  it  wiU  Vjo   found  in  the  Annals

Anothor  matter  at  Oxiord  alao  wantcd  Hcttling.  Oliver  jurisdic- 
SuLton,  bi»hop  of  Lincoln,  had  attempted  to  encroach  1',^" 
ujwn  the  Jurisdiction  of  thi;  chancellor  over  clcrks,  in  of  th 
cuuso({uenGo  of  sonic  contcmpt  shown  by  the  chaiicellor  q^''|J''^ 
and  procton)  to  his  citation-  According  to  Wood  it  was 
Hettled  by  thc  bishop  that  "  whensoever  he  camc  to  viait 
"  Oxford  and  found  auy  of  the  mastei-s  and  scholara 
"  and  otliers  bclonging  to  the  said  university  guilty  of 
"  faultij  belonging  to  the  apiritual  court.  and  particularly 
"  of  tlic  vicu  of  incontinency,  Iio  would  i-efer  the  cog- 
■'  nizance  and  correction  of  theia  to  the  chancellor  of 
"  thc  university.  lest  the  ncholarn  who  always  abhorred 
"  to  be  Mubjcct  to  their  infcriors  should  be  drawn  from 
"  thestudy  ofOxford  tootherpIaceH."*  Thia  is  not  very 
clearly  worded,  or  translatcd,  biit  it  tloes  not  ajipear  to 
ocknowledge  the  uhancellor'^  jurisdiction  au  a  righb  but 
only  bo  allow  it  aa  a  favoui-.  This  w&^  in  1281,  and  iu 
12H4i  the  bisliop  wa»  agftin  abbeinpting  to  bi-eak  down 
tlio  old  privileges  of  thc  university  by  citing  betoro  hls 
couK  peraoiw  whoso  offenccs  were  eognizable  by  tlie 
L-hancclIor.  On  24  November  128-i  Peckhatu  wrote  two 
lett«ra  to  bhe  blshop  in  favour  of  his  alma  mater,  re- 
mindiog  him  that  Paris  and  other  univcrsibies  enjoyed 
thc  soiiic  privilcgc»  thab  Oxford  claimed. 

The  univeraiby  Keem  howcver  to  havc  increased  their 
clainis,  and  thure  is  priutcd  In  AnHbey's  Muoimenba 
Acadcmica  ^  a  documont  which  doubtless  refers  to  this 
time.  It  is  a  formal  declaration  by  the  university  that 
the  foII')wing  customs  bave  bcen  in  uso  binie  oub  of 
mind.

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to  tTie  aRsemblj.  ond  having  finished  hls  .serinun,  said 
U»  thc  monks,  "  We  have  not  entered  hoic  aa  metro- 
"  politan  in  prejndico  of  the  bishop  or  the  church,  but 
"  as  patron  of  thin  church."  And  caJling  as  a  witncss 
ii  eertain  justite  then  prcaent,  namcd  Solomon  de  RoSa, 
that  the  king  would  not  meddlri  with  tbc  matter,  in 
defauU  of  a  patron,  he  explained  it  openly  to  all. 
AftcrwaivJs,  having  di.smiM8ed  the  biahop  and  all  otbcrs 
exce[)t  the  foresaid  aud  tliose  swom  to  tbe  arch- 
hishop,  tbe  nionks  too  being  separated  froni  tbe  officials, 
he  examined  tlicm  carefully  upon  thc  prcmiscs.  And 
the  examination  being  tinished,  thc  archbishop  inclined 
mther  to  the  cvidencc  of  the  monks  than  to  that  of  the 
olhcials.  Then  calUng  thc  bishop  ho  said  to  him : — 
"  From  tbc  evidence  of  tni.stworthy  peryons  we  have 
"  gathered  that  you  injure  the  cburch  of  Rochester,  by 
"  acting  in  this  way  against  tlie  will  of  the  prior  and 
"  the  chaptor  of  seniors,"  the  ofEcials  of  coui-so  taking 
tbe  bishop's  part.  Then  said  the  archbishojt  to  tlie 
biHbop,  "  Sir,  you  do  wrong."  And  the  bishoj)  to  the 
archbishop,  "  My  prcdecessoi-s  did  ao."  And  tlm  arch- 
bishup,  "  By  St.  Francia,  if  an  anget  did  this  he  would 
"  do  wrong ;  if  youi-  predocessors  held  tbis  posscssion,

with  a  certain  aam  for  pockot  money  (lOOs.  a  year  at 
Eynsham,  with  four  loavea  of  bread  and  four  jugs  of  beor 
a  <Jay).  At  Lutfield  thie  privilege  had  beon  abimoO,  and 
the  late  prioi'  was  eompellod  to  rcsigii  liis  private  iflom, 
which  had  been  part  of  the  infinnary,  and  live  witli  his 
bmtliren  in  tlie  dormitory  and  refcctory,  with  a  thrent 
ot  imprisonment  if  he  did  not  mend  his  ways. 

In  most  English  house»*  what  disorder  there  was 
originated  in  a  spirit  of  independenco  and  a  dialike 
to  enduro  strict  rute  from  one  who  was  usually  elected 
from  among  themnelves.  But  at  Lewea  the  caae  was 
different.  Ttiis  was  a  Cfuniac  housc  founded  Ijy  WiUiam  l- 
de  Warron,  earl  of  Surrey,  husband  of  thc  liady  Gun- 
drada,  who  ia  said  to  have  been  a  daughter  of  the  Con- 
queror.  Like  otlier  houscs  of  thc  order,  it  waa  siibject 
to  tlie  mother  housc  of  Clugni,  whose  abbot  noniinated 
it.s  prior,  roceived  tbe  pmfeHsion  of  ita  novices,  and 
generally  rulefl  it.  A  Frencb  abbot  natiirally  nominated 
a  Frenchman,  who  carod  but  little  for  tbc  country  he 
was  acnt  to  Hvc  in,  and  a  vacancy  happoning  in  I2S5, 
Peckham  wrote  a  strong  Ictter '  lo  the  abbot  of  Clugny 
OD  the  subject,  urging  tlieduty  of  appointinj^anEnglisli- 
mnn  aa  ])rior,  and  the  im]iortance  from  a  selfish  point  of 
view  of  doing  something  to  please  their  founder  and  his 
countrj^raen.  The  injury  to  the  country  of  this  foreign 
nile  may  be  seen  by  what  Peckham  says,  that  during 
his  wholc  life  Iie  ha-s  searcely  ever  aoen  a  par.ion  pre- 
sented  by  the  convent  of  Lewes  to  a  benefiee  on  con- 
seientious  grounds.  Lewea  escaped  when  other  nlien 
priorics  fell,  but  only  becauso  their  aubjection  to  a  foreigii 
power  WBB  removed  tn  the  reigns  of  Edward  III.  and 
Richanl  II.'  Pembroke  priory  was  also  nn  alien  hou^e,  a 
cell  to  tho  abbey  of  S6ez,  and  the  syBtein  worked  ns  badly 
in  Wales  as  at  Lewes  and  Aiundel.'  Ralph  the  prior  was

But  the  majority  was  too  atrong.  They  were  obliged 
to  renoimce  them,  and  che  p&per  was  publicly  burnt  by 
tlie  archbishop.'  Some  monks  who  were  opposed  to  the 
prior  fled,  but  werc  recaptured  about  the  end  of  1284. 
The  king.  why  we  know  not,  waa  angry  about  this,-  and 
it  !h  a  likcly  conjecturu  that  Ralph  de  Adcshaui  and  hi.i 
ffUow  monks  who  were  empriaoned  l»y  the  royal  officera, 
were  thc  c^ptiirem  of  the  fugitive  John  de  Schamele- 
ford.» 

Peace  wae,  however,  not  really  reetored,  and  on  17 
March  128.5,  Ringemere  resigned,  much  sgainat  the 
archbishop's  will-  To  escape  from  the  scene  of  his 
ti-oubles  he  assimied  the  wMte  habit  of  a  Cistercian  and 
went  to  Beaulieu  Abbey,  in  spite  ol"  the  excommunication 
i.f  the  ai-chbishop,  who  liad  forbidden  such  a  chaiige  of 
order.*  Tho  sentence  was  not  relaxed  till  six  yeara 
jifl«r.*  Inimediately  on  hearing  of  the  vacancy,  the 
escheator  Henr^-  de  Bray,  tlie  most  iniquitoua  of  atl  the 
king's  officers  who  suffered  for  their  eztoHion  in  1289." 
seized  the  priory  anil  ita  possesaions,  a  new  claim  never 
lieivtofore  set  up  by  the  crown.  Two  monks  were 
straightway  posted  off  to  the  king  in  Norfolk,  who, 
heaiing  tlieir  cumplaint,  ordei-ed  his  esehcator  to  restore 
what  lie  liad  seized  until  parliament  mct  at  WhitMun- 
tide,  when  the  tre&suror  and  barons  of  thc  exchequer 
would  certify  him  as  to  his  righta.  By  this  time  Henry 
of  Eastty,  whose  name  is  associated  with  luuch  of  tlie 
most  beautifiU  work  in  the  interior  of  the  Cathedral, 
was  elected  prior.  He  sent  his  attomeys  to  the  parlia- 
tneat,  and  when  the  more  important  public  bui^ineas  ha4 
been  transaeted,  the  casc  was  heard.  Firatofall  thecerti- 
flcatfl  from  the  cxchequer  was  read.  The  baron.H  haJ 
cxaminiHl  the  pi|ie  rolls  and  found  that  in  the  tSth  and 
I4lh  years  of  king  John.

While   seaivhing  among  tlie  archives  of  Canterbury  Canter- 
catheilral,  I  came  across  a  document  which    recites  a  sch«ot.

of  notico  hei-e. 

The  niafiter  of  the  school  in  Canterburj'  clalnieii  the 
right  nf  pxcomiiiunicating  rebellious  acholars,  and  in 
1311  Jolin  Everard,  then  master,  had  occasion  to  u.se 
this  power  against  Thos.  de  Birtwode,  who  a.ssaulted 
the  viccmonitor  when  attempting  to  correct  him,  and 
against  Richard  de  Aula  for  reslsting  the  nsher  (ofiniriuB). 
He  deaired  the  dean  to  publish  the  excommunication, 
who  refused.  In  support  of  his  claim  he  produced  a 
document  from  Peckham.*

Actinjj  011  her  inntmctions  they  stealthily  entercd  the 
cliurch.  found  thQ  iinhai»py  Laurence,  strangled  hini, 
tietl  Uie  cord  to  tlic  mnllion  of  one  of  thc  window»,  and 
retired  as  Bteallhily  as  thoy  had  come, 

"  Ncxt  moming,  of  course,  information  of  a  shocking 
discovery  in  St.  Mary's  wa.s  brought  to  the  shcriHs,  who 
hold  a  hurried  inqueat  on  the  body,  One  of  the  sheriHs 
wa-»  a|»imrently  among  the  friends  of  Alice  atte  Bow ; 
aiiJ,  no  doubt,  he  hastcned  the  verdict  of  felo  de  ae, 
which  waa  presently  retumed.  The  body  of  thc  mur- 
dercl  man  was  thercforc  dragged  by  the  hecLs  through 
thc  stn-ete,  aml  thrown  into  the  ditch  outside  the  city 
wall. 

"  Bnt  the  fact  wan  ihat  whcn  Laurence  Duket  took 
refugc  in  the  church,  hc  was  not  alone.  A  little  boy — 
jwrhaps  a  street  beggar,  perliaps  onc  of  his  own  family, 
an  ap[jrentiee  or  nervant,  for  he  was  a  man  of  subntance 
— had  afcompanied  him  into  tbe  sanctuary,  and  re- 
innined  with  hitn  in  tho  dark  church.  \Vc  can  picturc 
to  ourBclves  the  poor  little  fcllow  Hhivering  behind  the 
t&II  tomb  of  some  eivic  dignitaiy,  wliUe  he  listencd  to 
the  tread  of  nuiffled  feet  on  the  marblc  itavemcnt,  and 
tfae  whispcrod  council  of  the  murdcrers,  and  can  rcalizc 
hLi  horror  whcn,  with  the  dawn  of  day,  he  saw  the 
atark,  stifr  corpse  hanging  to  the  window-isiU  between 
him  and  thc  light.  No  wonder  hc  Hed  in  terror  and 
was  not  fortlicoming  at  tlie  iniiuest. 

"  But  hia  story  soon  becanie  known  down  by  the 
river  in  Dtiketa  old  home.  All  London  wa.s  Htirred ; 
numerous  aii^ostA  were  iiiadc.  Thc  wholo  truth  gradnally 
OUne  out'  The  boy's  evidencc  waa  fuUy  confirnied, 
and  no  fewer  than  sixteen  pei-aonx  wei-c  condemned 
eithcr  as  principals  or  accesaoriei,  while  the  sheriff, 
Jordxn,  whoue  placc  of  i^usidencc  or  business  is  sufE- 
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cjcntly  indicatcd  by  his  sumame,  Goddicap  or  < 
chL-ap,  waa  ruiiioved  froin  olEce.  The  body  of  Laurence 
Diikut  wati  round  and  brought  back,  and  hunourably  i 
interrod  in  tho  church-yard  j  but  tho  chui-cli  itself  wa»  1 
cloiicd  for  a  iimo  under  intcrdict,  and  tho  doore  i 
windowB  filled  up  with  thoms.  The  lady  who  was  ab  ] 
tho  bottom  of  all  this  mischief  undcrwent  thc  tcnible  j 
[mnalty  antiexcO  to  murder  by  a  femalo.  and  waa  ] 
biu-nt  to  death  in  tho  markut-place,  while  soven  of  her  ] 
accoiiiplices  were  hanged  in  the  cniel  fashiou  thon  in  | 
vugue.  Thoy  appear,  for  tlie  most  part,  by  their  namea  I 
tu  havo  holonged  to  respectable  city  families.  Ralph  | 
Cri^jiyn  hiiiiself,  witli  two  other  clerka  and  the  shenS  \ 
reiiiaiiicd  long  in  prison,  but  wore  at  leng;th  rcleased  on-l 
paynicnt  of  liQeii,  or,  as  the  chronicler  describes  thaj 
trausaGtiou,  wci-e  '  hanged  by  the  purse.' "  ^ 


It  will  bc  Doticed  that  during  tho  later  years  of

The  subject  of  the  ti-eatise  is  not  what  is  now  called 
perapective,  that  is  the  art  of  repreaenting  objects  on  a 
tlat  suifiice,  so  as  to  preserve  the  appoarance  of  distnnco, 
but  it  is  principaliy  concemed  witli  elementarj'  pro|iosi- 
tiona  of  optics,  such  as  tho  incidenco  of  rays  of  light,  re- 
tlexioR  anJ  refi-action,  the  non-existence  of  colour  without 
light,  the  construction  of  the  eye,  the  appearance  of  objecta 
at  a  distancc  (viz.,  spheres  as  planes,  and  squares  as 
oblongs)  ;  and  spherical.eylindrical,  and  concave  miiTOi-s, 
whosc  property  of  conveying  hcat  is  dcseribed.  The  work 
iu  divided  into  threo  parts,  of  which  iii  the  later  oditions 
the  firat  two  are  thus  entitled,  "  Do  iis  quoa  oljiciuntur 
visu,"  "  De  radiorum  visibiliuni  reflexione  et  eorundem 
cffectibua."  The  third  treats  of  the  atai-s,  the  rainbow, 
and  the  milky  way.  Many  ot  the  propositiona  are  tlie 
pame  as  those  which  are  used  as  texts  in  the  De  Oculo 
M&mli.  Tliis  cdition  ia  illuatratcd  with  diagram.s,  and 
prpcedrtl  by  a  dedicatory  letter  from  Cardanus  to  Am- 
iirosius  Oriffus,  doctor  of  arts  and  mcdicine,  apostolic 
prothonotary,  tifc  wm  equiti  Aumto  et  comiti  jxt^o- 
tlno. 

The  printing  is  carelessly  done,  and  copies  vary  con- 
siderably.  For  iu.stance  the  word  niTmUtn'^  ia  rum- 
litrr  in  one  copy,  tiUtiliter  in  othei-s.

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The  treatisG  coniiuenceK  with  a  mathematical  dis- 
qiiiuttioii  on  uumbcr,  in  which  Arii^totle  and  Avicciina 
are  qiioted,  am!  the  division  of  number  into  HiimecM» 
numeraTis  and  7iw)ierits  numeratiis  is  showu  to  mean 
numbera  tm  applied  to  mathematical  bodies  or  natural 
hodies.  Nwierm  Nwnieratus  is  divided  into  coi^poral 
and  spiritual,  and  also  into  actual  and  potential  or 
virtuat,  both  of  ivhich  diiferences  are  to  be  found  in 
corporal  and  spiritual  nnmbers.  Actual  spiritual  num- 
bers  consist  in  tliinga  whicli  are  essentially  and  sub- 
jectively  distinct,  as  in  two  angela  or  two  souls.  Po- 
tcntial  spiritual  numbers  are  of  five  kinds,  occv.T8oreSj 
proffrcasores,  senaualen,  rccordabites,  jw.licial€s}  Oc- 
cursores  nutneri  are  those  numbers  by  which  the  soul 
resists  the  passions  of  the  body,  that  is  which  the  soul 
]mt»  forth  io  resisting  something  working  on  it  fi'om 
outHido.  Progreagores  arc  those  niotions  which  tihe 
Houl  puts  forth  in  acting  or  speaking,  motions  of  a  soul 
not  reisi.sting  but  communicating  somethiiig  to  another. 
NuineH  Heiisanlce  are  motions  which  the  soul  puts 
forth  naturally  in  abhorring  or  accepting  anything 
uonsiblc,  uatnrally,  not  according  to  the  dictatea  of 
reasoQ.  Numeri  recordabiles  are  numljers  placed  in  the 
mcniory  by  tbe  occuraores  and  lyrogressores,  that  is 
fanta^mH  of  actions  and  passion.'*.*  Numeri  judieiales 
arc  rcftsonable  numbers  which  divide  and  distinguish 
the.Hu  fuui'.  In  fact  the  sou!  itself  is  said  to  be  defined 
by  Plato  as  "numerus  ae  ipsiim  movens." 

Iii  tlie  next  diaptcr  the  opinions  of  Aristotle 
{philoaojihas),  and  Augustine  ai-e  disoussed  an  to 
whethor  number  is  perceived  by  every  sense ;  and 
tlien  tht!  absolute  and  rclative  pi-opetties  of  nuinerus 
numarana  arc  specificd.  Odd  and  even  are  explained, 
and  80  are  perfect  numbers,  of  which  this  is  the 
definitioii : — "  Numeris    perfectns    dicitur   a    maihema-

A   higher  fligbt   b    attenipled   whcn   the    Trinity  is 

ducidated  (improving  upon  Richard  of  St  Victor)  by 
hat   18  cslled  Mcditatiu  Arnumica,   that   is  a  series 
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in  which  the  liret  nuuiber  i»  to  tlie  third  a»  tho  ditfer- 
enc©  betwoon  thc  first  and  «econd  to  tho  dilierence 
bctween  the  socond  and  thiid.  "  In  the  Father  tbere 
"  aro  twu  difibrences,  to  give  and  not  to  rcceive.  In 
"  tlie  Son  two,  to  give  and  teceive,  In  the  Holy 
"  Spirit  two,  to  receivo  and  not  to  give.  Tho  Father, 
"  thereforc,  «bares  with  the  Son  one  property  or  diffe- 
"  renco,  and  thus  the  balf  of  bis  propertics,  i.G.  to  give. 
"  Also  tbc  Sou  sharos  with  thc  Holy  Spirit  half  of 
"  liia  pi-operties,  that  is  to  receive.  See  thc  Oeonietncal 
'■  pi-oportion.  Because  thc  Father  gives  tbe  Son  a  pro- 
"  i>erty,  or  baif  of  a  proiierty,  so  tlie  Son  to  tho  Holy 
"  Spirit,  and  thu,H  thure  is  the  .same  proportion,  but  not 
"  thc  samc  diffei^eDce,  for  tbc  Fatber  shares  with  tbo  Son 
"  to  give,  the  Son  does  not  shai^e  with  tho  Holy  Spirit  to 
"  give,  but  to  rcceivo,  aad  thuH  accoiding  to  reasoa  it  ap- 
"  pears  to  be  a  Meditauio  Amioniixi,  l>ecausc  tho  Fathcr 
"  imd  Spirit  are  opposed  In  thoir  ditfercncca,  i.t.,  for 
"  Uie  Father  givee.  Tho  Spirit  givea  not.  The  Father 
"  icceivea  not.  TLe  Spirit  receJvoa."  Tbis  chain  of 
reaaoning  is  carriod  to  a  con.-jiderabte  length,  without 
tnalung  the  doctrine  of  ttie  Trinity  uiucb  cleartT.  Sonie 
of  tbese  ingenioiis  explanations  of  nuinbors  in  tbe  Bible 
mighb  be  found  useful  in  riermons,  aK  for  instance  in 
tbc  pai-ablo  about  thc  King  witb  ten  thousand  who 
fights  against  auother  king  with  twenty,  thc  doublo 
number  symbolisos  thc  siniplicity  of  ChriMt  warring 
against  the  duplicity  of  the  dovil.  The  mystorie»  of 
numbors  oxpiaincd  by  the  Grook  lotterM  whlcb  stand 
for  them,  are  only  ailuded  to,  as  tbe  writer  knows  no 
Greek.  Thc  aystem  of  cuunting  on  tho  lingera  i* 
carefully  described  as  follows : — Quidam  enim  quadam 
computacione  digitali  numcros  [saiptui-e]  atl^riKant 
sciendum  dicitur  super  primo  vorbo  Math.  allud 
centesimum,  aliud  Ix>".^  Et  dicit  glosa  quod  ccn- 
tenarius*  a  leva  transit  in  dextram.  Propter  quod 
sciendura    cst   quod  ox    tactu    primc   Juncture   pollicis 
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[in]  leva  ali  extmno  indicis  unum  signatur;  tan- 
gendo  secundam  juncturam  signanttir  fluo.

The  last  few  chapters  aro  occupied  with  explaining 
the  mptic  Hignifimtion  of  ccrtain  ninubers.  Some  havc 
sevcral  meanings,  and  a  few  are  hoie  given  a»  examples, 
One  is  God,  and  natural  reafion,  Two  refers  to  the  two 
commandments  of  eharity,  tho  two  Testamcnts,  &e. 
Thi-ee  derives  dignity  from  tho  Trinity,  and  tho  three 
thcologicol  virtues.  Odd  nnmbers  denotc  tho  male  and 
even  the  fcmalc,  "  iiai-  auteni  numems  femiua  Jicitur 
"  quia  dum  facile  dividitur  instabilitatem  mulierum  pre- 
"  t«ndit."  *  Four  is  the  number  of  the  cardinal  virtues 
and  signities  the  human  body.  Five  is  appropriabed  lo 
the  Mosaic  Law,  means  multitudc  and  the  heavenly 
body.  Six  refers  to  thc  days  of  creation  and  the  ages  of 
the  world,  and  also  to  the  r&^^urrection  by  a  curious  pro- 
cens  of  roasoning : — "  The  death  of  Christ,  which  was 
•■  single,  Iteing  in  the  flesh  alono,  took  away  our  ilouble 
"  dcath  in  fleah  and  apirit.  The  ReauiTection  of  Christ, 
"  which  was  only  in  the  fleah,  was  tlie  causo  of  oui- 
"  donble  resurrcction,  in  tho  fleah  and  in  tlio  apirit. 
"  Tako,  then,  all  these  singles  and  doubles,  and  they 
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"  make  six,  which  number  squared  (in  «c  duetus)  mu 
"  thirty-aix,  and  this  is  the  number  of  the  hours  during 
"  which  Christ  Iiiy  in  the  tomb."  Seven  is  the  number 
assigned  to  virginity  and  is  called  Fullas.  Eight  pertains 
to  eternal  life,  there  bcing  aeven  ages  of  this  world.  It  is 
the  first  solid  quadrate  numbor,  wherefore  it  is  said  that 
eight  souls  were  saved  in  thc  ark.  Nine  is  Uie  numbcr 
of  the  angels.  Ten  «ignifies  fulness  of  merit  frora  its 
\mng  the  nunibcr  of  the  Commandments.  Eleven  signi- 
fies  sin.  Twelve  is  the  numlwr  of  the  Apostles  and 
patriurchs,  and  denotea  perfection.  Forty  is  the  number 
of  punishment  and  fasting.  Fifty,  of  jubilee  and  etemal 
joy;  and  a  thousand,  the  last  nnmber  mentioned,  thc 
fulnesa  of  grace. 

Tho  treatise  enils  with  tho  words,  "  Ne  me  tam  stultus 
"  ineptuafine  est  qui  contenderit,  ego  aliquas  reddidi  vel 
"  ecclesic  auctoritatc  a  maioribua  traditas  vel  ex  divin- 
"  aruni  scrinturarum  teatimonio  vel  es  ratione  nnmeronim 
"  similitudinumque  intelligi.^  Contra  rationem  nenio 
"  sobrius,  contra  scripturas  nemo  Christianus,  contnt 
"  ecclesiam  nemo  pacificua  senserit.  Amen.  Expiicit 
"  tractatus  de  misteriatione  mnmerorum  in  Sacra  Scrip- 
"  tura  editus  a  fratro  Johnnne  Pechham,  ordinis  Frat- 
"  nim  Minorum," 

Thc  manu.script  is  of  the  loth  cent,  On  vellum  witli 
illuminated  capitals. 

Tliere  is  another  MS.  of  the  treatise  in  the  British 
Maseum  (Arundel  MS.  200,  ff.  l-14b.),  anonymous  in  the 
catalogue,  but  a  niodern  hand  lias  written  on  the  first 
page,  "  Robertus  Grosted  episcopus  Ltncolnienals  hujos 
"  Ubri  author.  Florait  circa  annum  Domini  1253." 
It  is  followed  by  a  copy  of  tlie  De  Oculo  Morali,  to 
wbich  Gro«sete9te's  name  is  appended.  Thia  is,  perhaps, 
tlie  reaaon  for  the  modem  note.  It  is  a  xv.  cent.  MS„  not 
particularly  accurate,  though  it  corrects  some  false 
readings  in  the  other.     It  has  no  title.

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'  see  cleariy  if  disenaod  or  full  of  dirt,  so  for  the  mental 
'  eye  to  coateiiiptale  the  divine  esseuce  or  knowleJge, 
'  it  uiuat  be  freoti  froin  tlie  foul  huraour  of  carnal  con- 
'  cupiscence."  "  Thoy  who  eat  too  mitch,  the  more  they 
'  feed  their  bcUics  the  more   they  blunt  their  mental 


The  dissatisfaction  with  the  state  of  the  ehurch  aud 
Iwe  desire  to  reform  whicli  iei  bo  apparent  in  Pectcliam's 
lettcre,  fhows  itself  witli  e<)ual  di.itinctness  in  this  book. 
An  instance  has  been  already  given,  and  a  whole  chaptcr 
is  devoted  to  "  Inatructiones  Prclatorum,"  in  seven 
aectious.  They  are  wamed  that  they  muBb  excel  otheiu 
in  holiness.  "  Monetruosa  res  est  gradu.'^  summus  et 
"  animus  infimus,  sedes  prima  et  vita  ima,  lingua  magni- 
mf  loi^ua  et  manus  ociosa,  sernio  multus  et  fi-uctus 
W'  nullua."  They  are  bidden  to  look  afler  the  morala  of 
■tiieir  boUHeholds,  for  "  Habitantes  iu  curia  sunt  ut  canes 
"  iti  coquina,"  and  if  blind  to  plurality  and  other 
things  which  are  wrong,  thoy  are  worse  than  laymen. 
I  Tiie  writcr  looks  liack  to  a  past  age  when  thc  world  was 
Wltcr  tUan  now,  "  Formerly  the  chuKh  witli  its  pre- 
'  lates  of  old  tinie,  waa  golden  in  wisdom,  silver  in 
*  ■  cleanness  of  life,  brazen  in  oloquence,  which  are  three 
'  things  needfnl  ton  preacher,  that  is,  briglitness  of  wiS' 
"  doin,  cleanne3.s  of  life,  and  sonorousne&s  of  eluquence. 
^^^v  "  But  of  the  feet,  the  last,  tliat  i.s,  thc  modcrn  prelatea, 
^^^k*  part  is  iron  through  their  hardness  of  heart,  and 
^^^K"  part  is  clay  by  tbeir  camal  luxury.  Whon  Petcr, 
^^^P**  late  archbishop  of  Sencz,  wa^  once  at  the  abbey  of 
^^^B"  Clairvaux,  hc  visited  a  monk  wlio  was  ofl^n  rapt  in 
^^^B*  ecstacy,  aud  asked  him  to  recouut  one  of  his  visions,

"  '  not  the  Virgin  Mary,  but  I  am  Mother  Churcb,  wIiqI

'■  '  ancl  Iionourably  adoraed  by  a]>ostlo8,  martyrs,  and  f

Tho  avaiice  of  prelates   and  their  want  of  carc  for  , 
thcir  tlocks  w  also  stcrnly  rcbukcd, 

"  Non  curant  ai-as  sed  aras,'  non  vem  sed  era, 
Non  equum  sod  cquum,  non  inopes  sed  opea," 

"  Tbei^e  wa»  ft  dtscuBHion  once  why  ostrich  cggs  are 
hung  up  iu  cburch,  and  who  are  the  men  wbo  teU  tbe 
most  lie».     Tho   first    question    w&'>    solved    after 
mtuiner,      OHtricb  eggu  are  hung  up   iu   churches   . 
ptaccd    hefore  tbc  eyes  of  prelatcH  for  thi»   reason, 
wam  theni  again»t  imitating  ostriche;)  iii  their  careleNS-  ' 
nesa  for  their  young,   for   thc  ostrich  is  .>]poken  of  in 
Job.   c  xxxix.,  "  She   in  liardened   agaimtt   her   young 
"  oncH   a»   thougli   thcy    weie    not  hei-s."     But   to  tbe 
i^econd  question  this  was  the  antiwer.     Fricats  and  derka 
lie  moro  frc<iuently  and  r^olemnly  than  otiier  men,  for 
ovcry  €lay  they  dcclare   before  aJl  the  world  "HorrorJ 
"  bath  takcn  hold  ui>on  me,  because  of  the  wicked  t 
■'  forsaku  thy  law." 

Thc  archbiahop's  sentiment    of  i 
apiJaiently   extend    to   aniiiials,  for    he  alludcu   to    the 
practice  of  blinding  dancJng  bcftr»  by  bolding  a  rod-hot 
diHh  boforo  thoir  eyes  without  any  diuapprobattoD. 

The  languago  uiwd  i»  vcry  siiuilar  to  that  in  uomo  of  I 
tlm  moro  important  lcttora,  which  the  archblshop  may  j 
Ijo  supposed  to  have  written  himself.  The  Btyle 
ponipouB  and  involved,  and  the  oxplanations  of  tcxts 
and  word»  tanciful :  "  Gome  ejus  nigre  sicut  corvus. 
"  Pcr  comas  cogitationes  co  quod  aint  subtiles  el  quaa  , 
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umumenibiles,  deBignanlur."  "  Argentum  congruQ 
interpretatur,  quasi  ardor  gentium."  "  Unde  fomi- 
"  catio  ilicitur  qiiasi  fortis  nccatio,  vel  formo  necatio, 
"  vel  fomaeis  accenaio."  The  fondness  for  a  verbal 
jingle  which  was  remarked  on  in  the  preface  to  VoL  I., 
oceui-^  here  also,  as  in  the  following  pasaago  rebuking  a 
\&zy  scholar :  "  Tu  qui  diaciplinali  militio  et  libris  oninia 
"  postpo.suera.s,  nunc  codices  ad  caliceH  transtulisti,  et 
"  3cribere  in  bibere  convertisti;  et  nunc  pi-edicaris 
"  egrogius  potator  qui  prius  fueras  nominatiasimuH 
"  disputator.  Plus  studes  in  calicibm  quam  in  eodici- 
p  buH.  Plus  vacas  comme»Nattontbus  quam  lectionibus. 
r  Plns  enim  in  salmone  studc»  quam  in  Salomone." 

The  author.'*  quoted  aro  vory  numerous.  The  eccle- 
siastical  writers  include  Grcgory  Nazianzene,  Jerome, 
ChrysoRtom,  Augustine,  Anselm,  Foriunatua,  Hugo  de 
&  Victore,  DionysiuB  the  Arcopagite,  Isiiloriis,  Bede, 
ianus  de  Institutis  Monacliorum,PetrnH  Alfunaua,  and 
Among  cloHsical  writera  aro  Ariatotle,  Horace, 
Jnvenal,  Quintilian,  Petronius,  Orosius,  FuJgentius. 
"  Agcllius,"  (Anlaa  Gellius),  Cicero,  Claudian,  Seneca, 
Ca^iodorus,  Valerius  Maximus,  MacrobiU3,  PUny,  Theo- 
phrastus,  Ptolcmy,  BoethiuB  and  "  Epistola  Alexandri 
'■  ad  Regem  Bragmannorum."  Among  chroniclera  and 
other  writ^-rM  of  a  date  nearer  to  his  own,  he  mentions 
Helinandus  the  Monk  of  Froidmont,  Solinus  de 
Mira)>ilil^ua  Mundi,  Sigeberti  Chronica,  Victoriua  du 
Architectura,    "  Architemua,"'    and    the    HiKtoria    Tri- 
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This  ILst  Ls  proof  of  a  considerable  range  ol'  reading, 
idering   that   it    is   long   before   the    invention    of 
printing. 
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And  Bow  ifter  ttieae  drier  det&ik  o(  the  conteiits  of 
ihe  book.  we  will  tum  to  soine  of  the  stories  with  which 
the  monl  lessons  are  enforced. 

Once  upon  &  time  a  certain  fool  finely  confuted  a  multi- 
tude  of  theolo^&ns  at  Paris.  He  asked  them  which  in 
the  better,  to  do  what  a  man  knowa  or  to  learn  what  he 
does  Qot  know.  Then  a^  they  disputed  about  the  ques- 
tion  (iropased,  and  at^ued  for  and  against,  the  fool 
hearing  their  a)tercation  was  silent,  waitjng  for  them  to 
finish.  Then  it  was  concluded  and  pruved  that  it  wa'* 
better  to  do  what  a  man  already  knows,  tlian  to  leam 
what  he  docs  not  know.  because,  as  aays  tho  apostle  to 
the  Romans,  "For  not  the  hearers  of  the  law  are  just 
■■  before  God,  bwt  the  doers  of  the  law  shall  be  justified." 
And  Isidorus  in  De  Summo  Bono  SAys,  "A  zealou-s 
atudent  will  be  more  prompt  to  perform  what  he  reads 
than  to  kuow  ;  for  it  is  a  less  sin  not  to  know  what 
you  desire  to  know  than  not  to  perform  what  you  know." 
Then  said  the  fool,  "  you  are  all  mad,  who  work  all  day 
and  night  only  to  leam  what  you  do  not  know,  and  yoii 
do  not  care  to  perform  in  action  what  you  know." 

Master  Alan,  the  celobrated  doctor,  but  still  poor,  was 
invited  to  dinnei*  by  a  foruier  ilisciple,  already  a 
bbhop,  who  seeing  his  poverty  said,  "  Master  I  raarvel 
"  not  a  lilLle  ihat  your  scholars  are  alrcady  bccome  great 
"  men.  One  is  an  abbot,  anothcr  i»  a  bishop,  another 
"  an  arclibishop,  and  you  arc  left  in  ridiculous  poverty," 
Alan  indeed.  thinking  othorwise,  for  he  had  true  and 
right  judgraent,  is  said  to  have  answered  thus :  "  You 
"  do  not  know,"  quoth  he,  "what  is  the  height  of  the 
"  most  perfect  dignity  and  the  true  greatness  of  a  roan. 
"  It  19  not  to  be  a  gi'eat  bishop,  but  a  good  clerk,  The 
"  proof.  By  the  voiee  of  three  raacally  canons  to  whom 
"  is  given  the  power  of  election,  a  bishop  shall  be  made,  but 
"  if  all  the  saints  in  paradise,  and  all  men  in  the  world, 
"  said  togother  with  one  voice  before  God,  '  Miutin  is  a 


■'  *  good  clerk,'  Martin  wouifl  not  on  that  account  be  a 
*•  good  clerk  if  he  femalned  in  hLs  ignomnce." 

The  following  story  Ls  taken  from  Helinandus,  of 
FroiiJmont,  but  from  a  part  of  his  chronicle  whieh  does 
not  socm  to  have  snrvivod  : — Philip,  biahop  of  Beauvais, 
once  tarried  with  us,  not  as  some  for  the  sake  of  devour- 
ing  iia,  Vmt  for  ilevotion.  For  alrcady  tho  goncral  hos- 
pitatity  of  our  order  found  more  to  devour  it  than  ita 
(•ingular  holiness  found  to  honour  it.  Now  the  said 
bifihop  had  ordered  me  to  call  him  to  hear  early  masa.  On 
coming  to  hun  on  the  morrow  when  primea  had  already 
be<^n  snng,  I  found  hiin  stiH  sleeping,  and  nono  of  his 
honsehold  dared  disturb  him.  But  I  drew  near  to  him 
to  wako  him,  saying  in  joke,  "  The  sparrowB  have  long 
"  risen  to  praise  the  Lord,  and  our  bishops  still  snore  in 
"  their  bod,  Li.-ttcn  fatber,  what  aays  the  Psalmbt, 
"  '  Mine  eyes  prevent  the  night  watchea,  that  I 
"  '  might  meditate  in  thy  word."  "  Upon  which  tbe 
"  gloss  of  Ambrose  says,  It  is  indecent  for  a  Cliristian 
"  if  the  Hun'3  rays  find  him  alothful  in  beO."  The 
bishop  w&king  up  at  this  was  confused,  and  wroth 
with  me  for  reproving  hini  .so  freely,  and  said  some- 
what  angrily,  "  Be  off,  you  wretch,  and  kill  your 
•'  licc."  But  I  tumed  thia  anger  into  a  joke,  and  swd 
forthwitb,  "Beware  father  leas  your  worms  kill  you, 
•'  for  I  have  long  ago  killed  my  worms.  Know  father 
'■  that  this  is  the  diffcrence  between  the  wonns  of  the 
'*  rich  and  tho  poor.  For  the  worms  of  the  rich  kill  the 
•■  rieh.  but  the  worms  of  tho  poor  are  killed  by  the  poor. 
'■  Rt-ad  the  histories  of  the  Maccabees  and  Josephus, 
"  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostle."),  and  you  will  find 
J  that  tlie  niost  powci-ful  kings,  Antiochus  and  Herod 
*  Agrippa   were    eaten  by  worms."     Cruahed  -by  thia 

M.son,  and  these   authorities,   the  htsbop   straightway 

kehl  his  peacc. 
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From  the  suune  antbor  ^  »  tak^  tiie  stofj  of  Wil- 
Itam  II.  complainiiig  of  the  k>v  price  of  his  ahoes,  and 
being  satiafied  with  a  cheaper  pair  when  told  a  fiUsehood 
abont  the  price.  The  point  of  the  story,  however,  is 
completely  spoilt  by  substitating  meliorts  for  vilicfrtf^  as 
in  Helinandas.' 

It  has  been  oflen  remarked  how  old  sicHies  are 
attribated  to  new  characters,  and  the  following  saying, 
it  will  be  remembered,  came  ap  again  doring  the  French 
revolation,  **  I  heard  that  a  certain  lady,  seeing  the  poor 
in  time  of  famine,  picking  grass  in  the  fields  to  eat, 
said, "  Can  they  not  eat  bacon  and  peas  ?  "  One  man 
**  replied,  "  they  coald  if  they  had  if 

Ilere  is  a  miracle  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  There  was  a 
certain  clerk  devoted  to  the  Virgin,  who  was  dosely 
meditating  on  the  text  in  Cantides,  "'How  fidr  is  thy 
«'  love,  my  sister,  my  spouse,"  and  "  How  fair  and  how 
*'  plcanant  art  thou,  O  love,  for  delights."  Having  heard 
that  all  this  was  understood  and  expounded  of  the 
BIoHHcd  Virgin,  he  prayed  to  her  to  deign  to  show  herself, 
(leeining  himsclf  blessed  if  he  could  but  once  behold  her 
Ho  fair. 

After  many  prayers  there  canic  to  him  an  angel  sent 
by  tlie  BIcHsed  Virgin,  and  saluting  the  clerk,  he  said  to 
him,  "  The  Blessed  Virgin  has  heard  your  prayer,  and 
Hondn  word  that  she  will  come  to  you  on  such  a  day 
and  liour,  and  you  shall  see  her.  But  know  that  it  is 
unnuitable  and  unworthy  that  after  your  eyes  have 
iMilioId  lior  boauty  and  faimess  surpassing  oll  things 
tliat  tlion  thoy  should  see  what  is  earthly  and  perish- 
ablo."  "  l  care  not,"  said  the  clerk,  "  if  I  am  blind

the  angt?!  hai:l  ilepai-teil,  hc  began  to  be  anxiou8  about  tliis 
infirmity,  thinking  what  be  sliould  <lo  when  he  lost  hia 
eyes.  "  I  shaU  never  hc  able  to  earn  my  bread  by  writing, 
"  biit  I  mtist  be  a  wretclied  bcgyar,  and  witliout  any  com- 
"  fort.  and  can  say  with  Thobias,  wbat  joy  liavu  I  now 
"  thftt  I  nit  in  ilarkncss,  and  «ee  not  the  light  of  lioaven  '' 
At  last  he  thought,  aud  aaiJ,  "  When  tho  Blcsseil  Virgin 
"  coiDot  I  will  open  one  eye  to  soo  and  shut  thc  other, 
"  and  so  I  Hliall  only  lose  one,  and  as  one  will  remain 
"  that  will  he  sufficient."  Then  when  at  Iho  appointed 
time  the  Blessed  and  Olorious  Virgin  appeored,  he  saw 
•lieh  Kplundor  and  beaitty  that  could  not  be  exprensed 
Or  thought.  Ju»t  as  ho  was  moving  the  hand  placed 
over  the  eyo  to  prevont  it  Hocing  her,  in  oi-der  that  he 
luight  open  Uie  eyo  anil  thiw  seo  her  more  plainly,  the 
Qiorious  Virgin  disappeai-ed  and  he  saw  lier  no  more. 
Then  he.  deprived  of  one  eye,  the  one  with  which  he

After  he  had  long  prayed  the  Bles.'4od  Virgin  to  show 
horfiell'  to  him  again,  that  he  might  see  her  at  all  ovcnts 
with  the  othcr  eye,  preferring  to  be  deprived  of  hoth 
eyes  if  he  could  gaze  on  her  again,  Uie  angel  was  sent 
again  and  said  to  him,  "  My  lady  whose  mesaonger  I  am 
"  scnds  this  message.  Friend,  what  more  do  you  want  ? 
■■  Do  you  wish  by  seeing  again  to  Io.se  the  othcr  eye  ? " 
He  replied,  "  Yea,  lord,  evcn  if  I  had  a  thoui*and  eyes 
"  I  wouhl  wish  to  loae  thcni  for  ever  if  I  might  aee  her 
■'  perfcctly."  To  whom  tlm  angcl.  "And  my  raoflt 
"  incrciful  mistrcfs  tells  you  that  you  shall  seo  her

restored  the  last  eye.  From  this  we  can  consider  how 
intense  is  the  beauty  of  the  Glorious  Virgin,  and  how 
(lelightful  it  is  to  see  her  with  the  eyes." 

The  foUowing  story  about  Our  Lord  occurs  in 
a  chapter  "  De  oculo  septemplici  intuitiis  Divini." 
A  certain  man  stole  a  pig.  He  was  a  very  hospitable  man, 
and  because  bles.sed  are  the  mercif  ul  for  they  shall  obtain 
mercy,  the  Lord  Je.sus  who  never  ibrgets  men  of  niercy, 
appeared  in  the  likeness  of  a  poor  man  with  long  hair 
iind  asked  to  have  his  hair  cut.  The  man  forthwith, 
rising  respectfully  before  the  poor  mau,  took  the  sbcars 
and  began  to  eut.  Whilo  doing  it  he  found  two  eyes 
concealed  on  the  crown  of  hLs  head.  Seeing  this  he  was 
sore  afraid,  and  asked  what  it  was,  Jesus  replied,  "  I 
"  am  called  Jesua,  who  .see  all  things  everywhere,  and 
"  thoae  ai'0  the  eyes  with  which  I  saw  the  pig  which 
"  you  have  shut  up  in  your  cellar,"  and  immediately 
vanished,     And  the  man  in  reraorse  restored  the  pig. 

As  tbe  writer  find.s  fault  with  the  churchmen  of  his 
day,  so  he  compares  unfavoui-ably  the  present  gcneration 
of  scbolars  with  their  predecessors.  He  talks  of  their 
buying  many  beautifully  boimd  books  but  never 
opening  them,  and  of  one  friend  of  his  bcing  able  to 
sit  up  all  night  and  talk  nonsense,  but  being  infallibly 
sent  to  -sleep  by  readJng  at  the  fonrtb  or  fiflh  line. 
But  therc  is  not  mucli  to  be  gleaued  froin  hi.s  reinarks 
on  that  head.

Bo<IIey  MS.  122,  fl".  l-54i. — An  imperfect  early  eopy 
an  vellum,  beginning  In  the  middle  of  cap.  vi.  a.  ii.,  De 
lulii  inirabili.  There  is  no  authors  name. 
Bodley  MS.  742,  No.  2.— A  hand.some  MS.  of  the 
ie  of  the  ISth  century,  wit)i  no  name.  It  reads 
MXtli.  aiid  ineliofes.  The  following  note  Is  in  a  modem 
haniL  '•  Tide  MS.  H.  7,  13.  Th.  ubi  occurrit  aequens 
"  tractatUH  M"*  de  Lunochia  ascriptus.  In  clencho

Whon  he  calla  the  writ«r  unknown  Peckham  is 
scarccly  speaking  thc  truth,  for  tliere  can  hc  no  doubt 
that  the  book  refened  to  is  that  of  William  of  St. 
Amour,  whicli  was  publishod  about  125C  in  three  parta: 
—De  I'h<iHea:o  et  Publicano  : — De  pericxdle  nm^iasimo- 
rum  tempormn  :—CuJ^tiones8criptitras  Sa^cnc.  Wm.  de 
St.  Amour,  a  professor  of  philosophy  at  Faris,  had  taken 
an  active  part  in  the  resistance  of  his  university  to  the 
attcmpts  of  thc  friars  to  gain  a  monopoly  of  the  theo- 
logical  chairs.  He  preached  violent  sormons  againat 
the  religious  oi-ders,  wliich  stiiTcd  up  the  people  so 
that  they  rcfuscd  them  alms,  and  called  them  hypocrites 
and  precursora  uf  Antichrist,  phrases  which  the  preacher 
himself  used,'  The  book  itself  was  condenmed  by  Pope 
Ale.tander  IV.,  and  burnt  at  Aiiagni,  and  the  author 
deprivcd  of  his  profcs.sorship.*  But  in  spite  of  con- 
demnations  ib  got  into  circulation,  and  was  translated 
into  French.  It  was  printed  at  Colugne  in  1632, 
Thoro  is  no  copy  in  tlic  British  Museum  Library  except 
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in  MS,'  but  tiie  Bermoiis  *  no  doubt  conlaln  much  of  the 
siibstance  of  it.  and  ab  all  cvents  show  the  aigumeutu 
whicli  Peckham  attempted  to  refutc.  Though  not 
wortli  answering  he  says  ho  will  show  it  uj),  lcat  thc 
sim])le  be  deeeived.

Perfection  ia  dofined  in  such  a  way  as  to  include  the 
niterapt  of  richca  and  the  search  for  truth.  Voluntary 
nverty  is  shown  to  contain  all  the  cardinal  virtues,  and 
rlwgging  for  alms  solcly  frora  a  raotivc  of  humility  is  a 
1  work  of  perfection.  The  poverty  of  the  apostles  is 
lefined  to  bc  having  notliing  jioeamofie  aibi  intiiuta- 
lltm,  mobUc  vd  immobite,  propriv.m  vd  commune,  nil 
I  quod  divicias  saperet,  vel  tlelioias  redoteret,  aut 
i  flltirvwi  minislvjret.  By  this  definition  he 
of  the  objectiou  that  as  Paul  was  afraid  of 
robben,    he    could  not    have    practi.-jed    poverty.     He 
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defends  the  holding  of  uioitastic  and  ecclesiastical  offices 
by  tliosc  vowed  to  poverty  on  the  ground  that  they  will 
give  away  more  to  thc  poor  thaii  othcrs  would,  and  are 
ciititled  by  tlie  goapel  to  receive  the  hire  of  their  work. 

Tlio  tcnth  chapter  is  substantially  the  sanie  as  the 
IJevluMtJo  printed  in  the  "  Firmanieutum  Trium  Ordi- 
■■  num  Beatistiiuii  Patris  nostri  Francisci,"  whioh  is  des- 
crilied  ncxt 

lu  the  !ast  chaptcr  the  archbishop  commcnta  on  his 
opponents'  (komiiws  j^tilcntee  quoa  soUt  infaviia  f'tcll 
famosoe)  atteraptH  to  ahow  that  tho  religious  orders 
are  bi^inging  on  tho  church  the  troublos  wliich  denoto 
the  cnd  of  the  world  ;  and  that  the  friar»  aro  the  pre- 
cursoni  of  Antichrist,  tho  ravcuing  wolves,  forotold  by 
Chri.st  as  coming  after  his  dcath  to  ravage  tho  flock. 
In  support  of  this  they  quote  the  sayings  of  tho  Teutonic 
prophetesH  Hildegardis^  and  accuse  tho  friai's  of  pr«ach- 
ing  from  unworthy  motive!',  e.g.,  to  gain  infliience  over 
other  peoples  parishioners,  of  preferring  to  preacli  to 
the  convertod  than  to  the  uncon^'erted,  of  gi-anting 
indulgences  as  if  they  were  bishops,  aud  siniilar  ofiencos. 
All  this,  of  courw,  Peckham  denieB,  and  describen  the 
disciples  and  prt-cursors  of  Antichrist  uh  belng  full  of 
errois,  cruel  0]>pres8ors  of  the  poor,  and  loveri  of  richos, 
terms  which  of  course  cannot  apply  to  the  order  to 
whieh  he  belongs.

I  docs  not  apply,  for  St.  Fi-anci»  did  not  intcnd  to  livo  for 
IhimHelf  but  to  profit  othcrs.  If,  howcver,  monachua 
Ixefers  to  tho  mystie  unity  of  a  multitude  of  hcarts,  it 
iiitfi  the  friars  exactly.  Tlie  rulc  of  poverty  is  cawfully 
I  diiicust<ed,  and  it  is  expliiined  that  friars  do  not  own, 
llxit  only  use  proporty  and  money,  the  dominiuni  of 
Iwhich  ivmains  with  the  donors.  Tlic  possesston  of 
|l>ookH  is  dofended  on  the  ground  that  ihe  obligation  to 
Ijprcach  in  iniperative,  and  iniplit;»  thu  usc  of  tools,  whioh 
■IwokH  arc,  just  aa  it  is  not  contrary  to  the  rulo  to  possesa 
f  Bfindcs  for  those  Iriars  who  havo  to  work  iu  thc  gardeu.

This  is  the  story  of  a  man  who  is  urged  by  a  desire 
to  attain  happiness.  He  hears  a  voice  calling  to  him 
"  Quaie  morieris  miser  ?"  And  giving  up  bodily  and 
worldly  plea.-sures,  he  devotes  himself  to  philosophy. 
Logic,  rhetoric,  niathematics,  astronomy,  necromancy, 
metai^hysics,  moral  philosophy,  anJ  law,  aro  all  tried 
in  turn,  but  in  nonc  of  thcae  studica  does  his  soul 
find  the  food  it  wants.  He  then  turns  to  religioa, 
and  falls  in  with  certain  men,  who  oracify  the 
flesh  horribly,  despise  the  fulnc3,s  of  tbe  earth,  and 
placing  tliemaelves  below  all  huiuflnlty  call  themselves 
"  the  lesaer  brethi-en"  ("  Fratren  Minorcs")  in  token 
thereof  They  imitato  thc  raost  famous  philoaophers. 
In  poverty  they  are  Socratic ;  in  bareness  of  feet  and 
cleanness  of  life,  Platonic ;   in  hardneas,  Acodemics  ; 
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ince.^Dt  search    for  wisdom,   PeripateticM ;    all    which 
they  say  tliey  do  for  the  love  of  Christ, 

Doubting  how  farthese  practices  coincidc  with  Chriafs 
Me,  who  ate  and  drank  with  sinners,  he  consults  an 
Bncient  friend  of  much  expericncc  who  had  hiinBelf 
cbanged  his  belt  for  a  cord,  his  curled  hair  for  the 
tousure.and  his  cmbroidered  ve9t(/assiapectorall  mrittta) 
/or  a  liair  shirt.  His  coiinscllcr  explains  to  hiui  that 
ascetism  is  thc  higheat  life,  biit  that  members  of  thc 
church  of  different  capacities  muKt  livc  in  different  ways, 
and  that  Christ,  foreseeing  that  heretics  would  condemn 
the  use  of  various  meats,  desired  to  show  their  lawful- 
ness,  The  discussion  then  turns  upon  poverty,  which 
is  shown  to  be  Christlikc  and  apostolic ;  such  texts  as 
Hatthew  x.  9,  referring  to  the  special  occasion  of  sending 
«ut  the  apostles,  being  interpreted  as  a  untversal  command. 
In  answer  to  a  cavil  about  bishops  possessing  money,  thc 
inquirer  is  told  that  this  injunction  was  only  laid  upon 
thc  apostles  as  founders  of  the  churoh,  not  as  prelatcs,  anJ 
thcreforc  it  does  not  apply  to  bishops.  A  further  objec- 
,tion  Ls  made  to  the  practice  of  t'riar.s  receiving  money  aa 
m  body  aud  using  it  through  theii-  .servant.s.  Thia  is  justi- 
fied  on  tbe  ground  that  the  money  sttll  belongs  to  the 
donorN,  and  friars  are  only  Hdministoring  it  in  theii- 
behalf.

ThU  was  the  Ute  of  Uie  ap06tle&,  of 
thc  heathiin  philo-sopherH,  of  holy  monkK.  and  by  meaiL:> 
of  it  tlio  Church  of  Christ  has  been  established.  The 
tinal  ubjection  raised  is  that  the  inqairer  desires  to  Hludy 
philoHojihy  a.nd  foara  that  thc  lcngth  of  the  otfices,  the 
omiHHion  from  the  rulo  of  any  injunction  to  teacb  tbe 
igniirant,  tho  impoHition  of  corporal  laboor,  and  the  pro- 
hibition  ofpiopevty,  which  includes  books,  will  prevent 
him  from  attaining  his  end.  The  Scnior  reniinds  hiu 
that  he  iias  »hown  that  this  was  tho  life  led  by  pbiioso- 
pliLTH  (ignoring  tho  fact  that  if  philosophers  were  poor, 
thoy  wero  frec).  Judas  lovcd  money  and  loat  his  wiadum. 
Th(!  longth  of  the  ofiicos  is  oxag^erabcd.  It  has  not  pre- 
ventcd  mcn  from  ruling  the  churcb,  from  scttling  disputes, 
fiom  writing  books.  Why  should  it  hinder  the  pursuit 
ofwisilom?  It  is  thought  usoles*  to  teacli  laymen  who 
ai'o  iinfit  for  learning,  but  tho  ordor  instructs  preachers  to 
pruach  to  thom.  Thc  fnar'B  praise  of  preacbing  fires  the 
young  man,  who  desires  to  dcvote  himself  thereto,  but 
thinks  barotoot  walking  in  the  winter  and  ahstinence 
incompatible  witb  it.  It  is  explained  that  when  travel- 
ling  friars  may  eat  what  is  put  before  them,  and  that 
on  baro  fect  the  true  faith  haa  gone  i-ound  the  world. 
Not  quito  sattBfied,  the  inquirer  asks  threo  questions. 
Whothor  tlio  order  was  hcr.ilded  by  visions,  wbetbei' 
a  fi-iar  may  migrate  to  another  order ;  aJid  shortly,  what 
aro  the  maunora  and  cuatoma  to  wbich  brethren  must 
conform.  His  niontor  tellH  him  of  tho  stigmata  of  St. 
Franci»,  and  runs  on  into  a  wild  rhapaody  about  biblical 
namos,  including  "  canis  Tobic  cum  cauda  sua  ludeado," 
which  means  porsevorance.  He  teils  I\im  that  friars 
must  not  lcavo  the  order  ;  having  put  their  hand  to  tbe 
ploiigli,  thcy  mu«t  not  draw  it  imck.  Tho  virtues  which 
a  friar  muwt  practise  aie  thcn  described,  viz.,  obedieuce, 
poverty,  chastity,  humility,  peaceful  simpHcity,  and 
charity.     The    reply    is,  "  Ibo    vobiscum,  audivi  enim 


"  (juod  vobiscum  cst  Dcus  et  nomen  civitabts  ubi 
"  (lominua  ibidem,"  etc.,  and  he  compiires  thc  hetvh  of 
the  nile  to  the  gates  of  the  Holy  City,  in  which  he 
detemines  to  live  alt  the  days  of  his  life. 

Tliere  ia  another  MS.  of  Lliis  work  in  the  library  of 
Trinity  College.  Dublin  (MS.  c.  4.  22),  on  velluin,  of 
the  XV.  cent.  It  ls  callod  "  Csnticum  Pauperum 
"  edttum  a  Fratre  Johanne  de  Pecham." 


The  i>oem  called  Philomcna  haa  been  ascribed  both  FhiioniL-Ti 
to  Peckham  and  fco  S,  Bonaventura,  and  is  included 
in  tho  edition  of  workn  of  the  latter,  printod  at  Mayenoe 
1G09  (vol  vi.,  pp.  424-427).  It  contains  3*30  lineH. 
The  [wet  commencea  Ity  invokiog  the  nightingale  in  a 
gracefiil  etrain  inore  like  the  opening  of  a  love  pooin

As  thc  sun  riaea  in  tho 
bcavens,  hcr  «ong  rines  louder  ahovc  tho  trocs  till,  at 
I  third  hour,  hor  throat  bursts.     Sho  hUII  sings  on  till 
midday  hpr  "  viscera"  givo  way,  but  still 
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Oci,  oci,  clamitat  illo  suo  more 
Sicque  Hensu  deficit  csatus  pne  labore. 
Sic  quassato  organo'  hujus  Philomeme 
Bo.stro  tamcn  palpitans  Bt  exanguis  pene. 
Seil  ad  nonam  veniens  moritur  jam  plene. 
Cura  totius  corporis  dirumpuntur  vense. 

The  binl  is  then  compared  to  a  soul  filled  with  virtue 
and  love  who  sings  on  Iier  way  through  the  worM,  and 
the  timcs  of  thc  day  are  compared  to  the  chief  leligious 
facts  in  the  worId's  history,  as  a  loediffival  christian 
would  see  them,  that  is  to  the  ereation  and  the  Passion  of 
oiir  Lord.  The  souls  song  of  thanks  and  adoration  to 
itjj  Creator  is  put  into  wonls.  Thesc  verses  aJdnisst^ 
to  the  child  Jesus  &k  full  of  tendemess  :

TfiANSLATION  OV  LeTTEBS  Ui   F&£NCH. 

DLXV. 
To  Edward  I. 

To  tlio  right  honoarablo  prince  and  lord  Edward,  by  thc  gracc 
or  Go<l,  king  of  Eughmd,  lord  of  Ireland,  and  duko  of  Aquitainc, 
friar  John,  by  the  permimion  of  Gk>d  priest  of  Canterbury  Primatc 
of  all  Kngland,  greeting  in  grcat  revercnce.  8iro,  it  appears  to 
mo  that  the  poople  of  Wales  is  too  Bavage,  and  gricvouBly 
maliciuuB,  as  to  many  of  thcm,  and  little  knowing  good,  and  a 
nation  lost  without  profit  to  thc  world.  And  if  you  plcasc, 
you  may  lightly  put  a  rcmcdy  in  this  manner,  unlc88  a 
l>cttcr  iH  found.  First,  Sirc,  thcir  savagcness,  with  other  cvils, 
ariscB  chicfly  from  thi8,  that  they  do  not  dwcll  togcthcr,  but 
cach  far  from  thc  other.  And  thcreforc,  Sirc,  if  you  wish  thcm 
to  Ijc  reformed  according  to  Ood  and  thc  world,  and  thcir 
savagcncBS  takeii  away,  command  thcm  to  dwcll  togothcr  in 
towuR.  ThiH  did  an  omporor  anciently  to  thc  BnrgnndianB,  who 
wcrc  roblicrs  and  murdcrcrs,  and  dwelt  all  scparated  and  far 
fmm  caoh  other;  for  hc  caused  thcm  to  assemblc  and  dwcll  iu 
lioronghs,  and  thercfore  they  arc  called  Burgundians.  Bcsidcs 
thi.««,  Sire,  the  cvil  naturc  of  the  Welsh  ariscH  mncli  from  their 
id1ciK'98,  for  they  arc  idlc,  and  thcreforc  they  think  all  evil.  And 
thcreforc,  Siro,  command  that  cach  acconling  to  his  cstatc 
shoald  do  cvcry  day  somcthing,  so  that  it  may  bc  known  how 
cach  onc  gets  his  living.  And  I  have  commanded,  on  the  othcr 
hand,  the  sacramcnts  of  Holy  Charch  to  be  rcfuscd  to  thc  idlc, 
t)ecau8C  no  one  is  in  a  state  of  salvation  who  does  no  profit  to  the 
world.  And  thcrcforc,  Sirc,  ordcr  .tho  manucr  of  living  called 
Wtf»fhanhoghan^  tobe  entirely  abolishcd.
